The bond had commanded hin 
to appear to answer any charge 
that might be brought and Circuit 
Attorney Sidener was present with 
a fugitive warrant, issued at the 
request of Chicago police. They 
wanted him, upon complain? of A. 
Ernest Fischer of Chicago, that he 
had taken $13,000 of his money, 
after marrying his daughter, Es- 
ther Wexler, 20-year-old actress. 

A second $6000 bond, returnabie 
in Federal Court next Wednesday, 
resulted from Wiedemeier’s arrest 
here Oct. 12 on the first stage of 
his elopement to Europe with Mra. 
Margaretta Hoffman, formerly of 
St. Louis, and wife of a Chicago 
fur dealer. The charge in that 
case is violation of the Mann act. 

The $5000 bond forfeited today 
was signed by John Kelly. a profes- 
sional bondsman, who is under- 
stood to have obtained cash secur- 
ity from Wiedemeier, who was car- 
rying more than $25,000 in a

Buried Near Her.

EUREKA, Cal, Oct. 24.—The 
body of Miss Ethel Wagner Fer- 
nalde, beauty parlor proprietor, for 
whom posses have been searching 
the backwoods and hills near Eu- 
reka for several days, was found 
yesterday in a rudely made grave in 
an isolated wooded section, 75 
miles east of here. 

The young woman.-had been shot 
to death, Her Cog, shot through 
the head, was found buried a few 
feet away. Henry Sweet, the com- 
panion of Miss Wagner on a hunt- 
ing trip, was found murdered be- 
side his parked automobile several 
miles from where Miss Wagner and 
her dog were found, 

The finding of Sweet's body, sev- 
eral days ago, led to the search for 
Miss Wagner, which ended yester- 
day. 

Soon after the discovery was 
made, the posses arrested Walter 
David, 24-year-old half-breed In- 
dian. Unexpiained scratches on his 
face, declared to resemble finger- 
nail marks, were the cause of his 
arrest. 

Search was under way today for 
Jack Ryan, 22, half 
David.

dent declared that control of the 
nation’s youth from this source is 
preferable “to attempt in some 
way” constantly to increase the 
Government's responsibility for the 
rearing of children, 

“Too many people,” he contin- 
ued, “are neglecting the real well- 
being of their children,’ shift.ng 
the responsibility for their actions, 
and turning over supervision of 
their discipline and conduct to 
juvenile courts. 

“It is stated on high authority, 
that a very large proportion of the 
outcasts and criminals come from 
the ranks of those who lost the 
advantages of normal parental con- 
trol in their youth. They are re- 
fugees’ from..broken homes, who 
were denied the necessary benefits 
of parental love and direction,” 

Wide Influence of Y. M. C. A. 

Reviewing the founding and 
work of the Y. M. C. A., the Pres- 
ident said it recognized that 
wherever there are young men, 
there is a field for its activities, 
adding that “probably no other lay 


upon the young people.” 

It is “increasingly true that the 
hope of the future lies in the youth 
of the present,” he said. And 
serving this youth the Associations 
through countless study circles and 
open forums prepare the youth 
both for personal betterment and a 
wiser discharge of public obliga- 
tions.

Submission of Rival ~ Plans 
Indicate Treasury Gave 


Little Thought to Little 
Fellow.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24—Recog- 
nizing that it is almost lese ma- 
jesty in well-regulated business 


and political circles to say any- 
thing reflecting on the _ high- 
mindedness and accuracy of any 
statement emanating from. the 
United States Treasury under Sec- 
retary Mellon, the correspondent is 
yet constrained to call attention 
to the fact that the Treasury got 
it swires crossed in its«recent tax 
recommendations to the House 
Ways and Means Committee. 

The Treasury knew exactly what 
it wanted in the way of surtax 
reductions, but it allowed itself ta 
get sadly muddled in dealing with 
the normal tax rates on small in- 
comes. 

The Treasury has now presented 
no fewer than three mutually ex- 


taxes in the brackets of modest 
income. Mellon, who had not dealt 
with the subject at all in his for- 
mal statement to the Ways and 
Means Committee, gave a set of 
proposed rates in reply to ques- 
tions by Representative Garner. 


His figures were 1% per cent on 


the first $4000 of net Income, 3 
per cent on the next $4000, and 
five per cent after that. These 
rates were suggested as substi- 
tutes for the existing two, four 
and six per cent. 


New Sets of Figures.

Suspicious of Gifts, 


Miss Martin, whom Wiedemeier 
is alleged to have swindled 
out of $40,000 before de- 
serting her, concluded from the 
St. Louis dispatches that the man 
under arrest there might be her 
missing “husband” and that the 
jewelry and other gifts the lattér 
had bestowed upon her might 
have been the fruit of some of the 
swindling transactions ascribed to 
Wiedemeler under his various 
allases. She was suspfcious, but 
not certain. 

She went to her attorney, wh6dé 
in turn went to Detective Ira Keck. 
After pledging Keck to keep his 
client’s identity secret, the attorney 
related her story. Impressed by 
the information obtained by Keck, 
Inspector Grant wired to St. Louls

who had reported to the police 
the disappearance of a smooth- 
tongued, middle-aged cavalier who 
had hbeguiled her out of $105,000 
in jewelry and a $5000 mink coat. 
He was known to her as Robert 
Whiteman. 

Mrs. Burken Identifies Gems. 

Mrs. Burken, summoned from 
New York, came here with her at- 
torney and identified the recovered 
property as her own. The jewelry 
included bracelets valued at $2600. 
a two-stone diamond ring valued 
at $3000, another ring valued at 
$3000, a vanity case, a jewelled 
cigarette case and two large dia- 
mond drop earrings valued at 
$2600. « Among the other things 
were the missing mink coat. silk 
kimonos and other feminine finery.

warned interviewers that his client 
wag on the verge of a nervous col- 
lapse, after yesterday's revelations. 
her self control gave way only 
once. 

That was when she spoke of the 
engagement bracelet given her by 
Wiedemeier in his role of “Baron 
Beaverbrook. He told her that it 
had belonged to his mother, the

The bracelet, she said, bore the 
initials “R. M. B.” It wag this 
inscription which led to the recov- 
ery of the bfacelet and other jew- 
elry yesterday by Mrs. Burken.

HERE probably never will 

T come a time when dishes can 
be entirely washed by magic, 
but much has been done to slay the 
old bugbear of dishwashing. First, 
there are the soaps and the soap 
flakes which make a quitk, light 
sugis that cut grease without eating 
the hands to a horrid red state of 
irritation and that never refuse to 
sutis ho mater how hard the water. 

Then there are several devices, 
each with its litle trick of making 
things easier at dishwashing time. 

Of these the rubber phate scrap- 
er is ‘a great blessing With it the 
plates may be made almost as 
¢lean as the platter of Jack Spratt. 
This saves the dish water from no 
end of grease and crumbs, and gen- 
eral messiness. The various brushes 
now made also help a lot. 

There is one for the 
that keep that stale taste out of 
the coffee pot by cleaning the 
stem of the pipe that feeds the wa- 
ter up over the coffee. Unless this 
is as fresh and clean as the pot 
itself the morning’s coffee will 
carry with it unpleasant, ghostly 
flavors of the coffee of other days. 
In fact. a brush for the actual 
washing of dishes—if you choose 
one with a handle and made with 
a loop—is even better than a dish 
mop once you get used to using it. 

For the horrid pots and pans 
the mops that are made of copper 
wire mesh have nearly if not quite 
deatroyed all the unpleasant part 
of this phase of dish washing. They 
are quick and efficient, reach all 
the corners and crevices and scrub 
without injury to the fingers. 

As for mechanical dish washers, 
there are several that are of a sim- 
ple type within the price reach of 
everyone. While these will not, of 
course, do the work of those oper- 
ated by electricity or water power. 
for the small family in the small 
apartment or house they are a 
great help. What they do they do 
well. — 

Most of these are of the spray 
type and wash by forcing a strong 
apray of hot soany water against 
the dishes, removing the dirt much 
as the miner does when using the 
hydraulic system. ff one equins

SBercause 
the plates absorb this acid as it dis- 
charges, some siletght-of-hand ar*- 
ists have been making a nice living 
by pouring more actd into Of 
course, the additional acid makes 
the ttery operative. But the acid 
and the addition of more “dop:" 
has no effect. The battery then 
must be charged. This forces the 
acid ont of the plates and then 
there ts troubie. :
